AN ACT to vacate the plat of the village of Helena, in Iowa 
county, Wisconsin. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SBOTION 1. The plat of the village of Helena, in 
Iowa county, Wisconsin, laid out on fractional lots 
three and four, in section number thirty, township 
number eight, north of range number four, east of the 
fourth principal meridian, is declared to be and the 
same is hereby vacated. 

Einarrort 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.
